Sun asking information concerning the pros 
pects for empleyment in type-writing and 
phonograpby, The fact ie that women can 
earn far better wages at these employments 
than in the best paid neadlework or artistic 
work or teaching, The qualifications, however, 
are so newhat more diflicuit of acyuirement 
In tie first place, no young Womau can be a 
good phonogiapher or type-writer unless she 


has the education requisite for a teccher. She 


connot take down and repro lace words un- 
less she knows what they mean and how to 

Her proticieney will depend on 
the ruber of worgs she knows. Tf she pro 
Poses to Wer. atmoug jawyers (oeve are mans 
techincal words and pnrases to be lenrne! 
wWiien will makeit necessary, aJinost, to se- 
quire anew language. . 

Tie best way to learn either type wiiting 
vosraphy is to employ competent 
acoers Who ean proouce proof of their com- 
eleney by referring to persons th-y have 
ucht. There are some teachers, especially 
phouography, whose teacbing 1s not omy 
va ueless, but harmful. Tuey are generaily 
the most pretentious. By all means before 
employing a teacher examine proofs of the 
teacher's canacity. As to type-writing, the 
best way to Jearn that quickly 4s t» work at 
little or no wages in a type-writing office 
where there is plenty and variety of work. 
A little capital invested im gooi teaching fs 
a very good investment in the way of saving 
time. 

For those who have not the capital to em- 
ploy teachers im phonography there are 
plenty of text books which may be used for 
self-instruction. Many excellent phono- 
eraphers have learned in this way by using 
such time and patience. James E. Mun-

son's book has been much used by learners in | 


this country, and many have also learned 


from Pitinan’s and others’ text books.
